A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE UNHAPPY 
CITY —GERMAN INTERVENTION—THE 
END—THE POLITICAL ELECTIONS 
—CLUSERET AND BOSSEL— 

THE FIGHTING. 

Paris, May 6, 1871. 

The dreadful artillery dialogue continues, 
and the mitrailleuse reports fall like the blows 
of a sledge-hammer on an anvil. Houses are 
demolished with an unspairing rapidity and 
imp2rtiality ; fires break out with a sudden- 
ness which is appalling and an intensity that 
laughs at subjection. Brothers dispute the 
ground inch by inch, struggle hilt to hilt, and 
fraternize only in death. The soil trembles 
under the roar of cannon—it is the “ earth- 
quake year” for Paris—and a gentleman from 
Peru has assured me he imagines often he is 
in his own country. Deputation after depu- 
tation passes between the combatants, but 
each replies “no surrender.” Thiers pursues

Before proceeding further on this point, I | 
wish to give you and your readers some idca | 
of this place of meeting. Huntsville is a 
charming town situated on the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad ninety-seven miles west 
of Chattanooga.
